A Russian girl, about fifteen years 
of age, was thrown into prison by the police on a false charge, 
‘and kept in confinement for one and a half years. During the 
time of her confinement she was subjected to all manner of 
outrage, which modesty forbids us to describe. The jails 
in Russia may be justly compared te houses of torture. They 
are generally built in those parts of the country where there 
is a heavy fall of snow in winter, so that the prisoners should 
perish from the severity ef cold. In short, the conviots are 
treated as no better than beasts. The rich classes are con- 
stantly exposed to oppression and extortion at the hands of the 
Government. Whenever the Government is hard preased for 
money, the rich classes are obliged to assist it. The people 
bave no liberty under Russian rule. These mes, wbb do not 
profess the religtom of the Czar.and the offfritalz, are harassed 
in a variety of ways. No marriage, except those performed 
in accordance with the rules of the religious sect to which the 
Czar belongs, is considered legal. Even in matters of dress, 
the people have no liberty. The Czar can at any time pre- 
scribe any form of dress he pleases. The result of this tyranny 
and oppression is that more than bulf the population of Rus 
sia is disaffscted against the Russian Government. When 
such is the ill- treatment of the Russians themselves by the 
Russian Government, the condition of subject races, under

Just 


as in time of famine the Government provides labor for the 
poor, it is incumbent upon the Government to provide me- 
dical aid at the time of an outbreak of an epidemic disease..

appointed by His Excellency to enquire into the: causes of 


this matter. The report of the Commission has not yet been 
publishéd.- To our thinking, there are several causes which 
have affected the attendance of our schools and colleges. As 
regards the Marathi or lower schools, two causes have chiefly 
affected the attendance, namely, the scarcity of food and 

increase in the rates of school-fees.. But the decrease in dh 


number of scholars at the high schools and colleges is due to 


the considerable enhancement of school-fees and the want, of 
encouragement to the educated youths, speciall y to the latter. 
If a graduate of the university presents himself before a 
European officer for employment, he is simply laughed at 
by the latter. He must congratulate himself on his good for- 
tune if he succeeds in obtaining an appointment on Rs. 25 


or Rs. 30 a month. The result of this is that men, seeing that 
educated persons receive no encouragement at the hands 
of the Government, refrain from incurring the cost of 


educating their children. (The article is continued in the 
issue of the 16th November). True, knowledge should be 
valued for its own sake, but education has not yet made 
so great a progress in India that the natives may be able to 
appreciate the truth of the above maxim. - We are highly 
obliged to Sir Richard Temple for the appointment of the 


Commission to enquire into the causes of the growing un-
